o the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the State of New 
Hampshire qualified to vote in town affairs: 
You are hereby notified of the First and Second Sessions of the 2000 
Annual Town Meeting, as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the Annual Town 
Meeting, to be held at Paul School, Wakefield, New Hampshire on 
Saturday, February 5, 2000, at 7:00 p.m. The First Session will consist of 
explanation, discussion, and debate of each of the following warrant arti- 
cles, and will afford those voters who are present the opportunity to pro- 
pose, debate, and adopt amendments to each warrant article, except those 
articles whose wording is prescribed by state law. 

The inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield met at the Paul School at 
7:00pm to discuss the town budget according to the above notice. 

We had the Salute to the Flag and Town Administrator Greg Doyon 
gave the invocation. 

The Moderator Bradley Hayes introduced himself and the Town Clerk 
Teresa Williams. He then asked Selectmen chairperson Joseph Kenney to 
introduce the board of Selectmen. Before he did he stated how the board 
of Selectmen and the Budget Committee have worked very well together 
this year to come up with a budget. He also stated that out of 234 towns 
in New Hampshire we are rated number 23 for the lowest tax rate. He then 
introduced Selectmen Paul Morrill and John Blackwood. The Moderator 
then introduced Town Attorney Rick Sager and Town Administrator Greg 
Doyon. The Moderator then asked Budget Committee chairperson Mark 
Duffy to introduce the Budget Committee. 

The Moderator then introduced Paul McNally. Mr. McNally made a 
motion to vote to give one William J. Twombley a resolution for his years 
of dedicated service to the Town of Wakefield. Voted unanimously. 

The Board of Selectmen then presented awards to three people in town 
for their years of dedicated service. Paul Morrill gave the first one to Henry 
Blanton. He has served the town since 1969 as a special police officer and 
animal control officer. Joe Kenney then presented one to Fred Nason. Fred 
has served the town since 1946 as a volunteer firefighter and many years 
on the police department. John Blackwood presented the last award to 
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William Twombley for his 21 years of service on various boards. 

The Moderator then mentioned the rules of the meeting. He then intro- 
duced our pagers for the evening Peter Connell and Troy Perkins. If you 
need to speak please wait for a pager to give you a microphone. He stat- 
ed that next Friday evening here at the Paul School would be the delibera- 
tive session for the School warrant. Also that March 3rd , 7:00pm at the 
Town Hall will be the candidates night. 

William Twombley made a motion that if all business had not been 
completed by 11:00pm that another place and time would be selected by 
the Moderator to finish the meeting. Motion was second and passed unan- 
imously. 

The Moderator stated that Article 2-7 are Zoning articles and have been 
voted on at public hearing. He stated that these articles are non-amendable 
and that if anyone had questions regarding them they could ask the plan- 
ning board chairperson Paul McNally or vice chair Joe Fluet who are in the 
audience this evening. He then asked Town Attorney Rick Sager to discuss 
articles 6 & 7. Mr. Sager stated that the people would need to be careful 
on how they vote on these articles. Article 6 was put on the warrant from 
the planning board and article 7 was a petitioned article. If we vote to 
approve both it will make more work for everyone. 

We then proceeded to article 8. 


ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fol- 
lows: Amendment reorganizes and makes various changes to the existing 
provisions relative to regulations of signs with updated definitions and other 
provisions to render more clear the sign regulations? (Majority vote 
required) 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fol- 
lows: Amendment adds new section to Sanbornville Village zone to estab- 
lish the minimum living area of a multi-family dwelling unit at 850 square 
feet, and establishes the minimum living area of a single-family residence 
at 1,100 square feet, provided, however, that the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment may by special exception reduce the requirement to 800 square 
feet for certain types of single-family structures, and further makes minor 
textual changes to render existing building requirement language in other 
zoning districts to be consistent throughout? (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fol- 
lows: Amendment increases minimum lot size in Agricultural zone from 
one and one-half to three acres, increases side and rear setbacks for stan- 
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dard and “flag” lots to 35 feet, and establishes minimum street frontage (for 
other than “flag” lots) to 200 feet? (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fol- 
lows: Amendment increases minimum lot size in Residential | and 
Residential Il zones to 1 acre, and also increases the minimum street 
frontage requirement in these zones from 100 feet to 150 feet? (Majority 
vote required) 


ARTICLE 6: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as fol- 
lows: Amendment allows for the application of only locally generated sep- 
tage and sludge only on land located within certain areas of the agricultur- 
al zone? (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 7: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: To protect the public health and 
welfare, and to protect surface and groundwater resources, the stockpiling 
and landspreading of sludge is not allowed in the Town of Wakefield. This 
prohibition shall not apply to Wakefield’s waste water facility and its agree- 
ment with Brookfield. (By petition) (The Planning Board does not approve 
of this amendment) (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $991,170 (gross budget) for the construction and original equipping 
of a new Public Safety Building (Fire, Ambulance and Police), and to autho- 
rize the issuance of not more than $391,170 of bonds or notes in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore to authorize the use of 
$600,000 from the Town surplus for the balance. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (3/5-ballot vote required) 

Joe Kenney gave an explanation about what they have been doing 
since last years meeting to get this project moving. He stated how they 
formed a Public Safety Committee to really look into this project more 
closely. The committee went and visited different towns that have just 
recently put up a public safety building. They also looked into having a dif- 
ferent architect. They interviewed six architect/design-build firms and rec- 
ommended to the Board of Selectmen Glen Builders who the Board select- 
ed. 

Greg Doyon presented the proposed project. He introduced Ed 
Poliquin the owner of Glen Builders. Mr. Poliquin stated that his company 
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is located in North Conway and they have been in business for 25 years. 
He described the different public safety buildings that they have built. Mr. 
Doyon then introduced Mike Couture who has designed the building to 
meet the Town’s public safety needs. He went ahead and explained what 
the building will entail. Mr. Doyon then asked that the Fire Chief Todd 
Nason and the Police Chief Tim Merrill talk about their needs for the build- 
ing. Mr. Nason stated that the building has structural defects, the heating is 
poor, and there is no space, which does not keep them in compliance. If 
we approve this building it should cover the needs of the town for the next 
30+ years. Mr. Merrill stated that at this time the police department is ade- 
quate, but it is not long in the future that we will need more space for the 
department. He also stated that there are a few areas with the present 
building that need to be addressed and could be if they were in the new 
building. Some examples are having a sound proof room for interviews, a 
secure area that the officers could bring the criminal through and a discrete 
waiting area. 

Mr. Glidden asked the question would the building be self-sufficient. 
Will it be able to help people out with heat and water if we lose the power 
for a significant amount of time? Mr. Doyon stated that the cost of the 
building does not include having a generator, but that maybe later on we 
might have a little bit of extra money to spend on a generator. 

Mr. Doyon went into much detail about the cost and financing for the 
building. He then talked about commonly asked questions such as the 
flood plain area and contaminated soil at the site. Mr. Patridge asked if we 
have enough square footage for this building and is radiant heating the best 
way to go. Mr. Doyon stated that there is plenty of footage for the building 
with ample parking. Mr. Poliquin stated that years ago radiant heat was a 
problem, but for now it is the best heat to have for the building [apparatus 
bay]. 

After a few more questions from the audience a motion was made to 
have a straw vote to see how many people were in favor of the public safe- 
ty building. Motion was seconded. Straw vote was unanimously in favor of 
the public safety building. 

A motion was made and seconded to move the question. Motion 
passed. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the municipality will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of up to $15,000 for the purpose of constructing and original 
equipping of a new Public Safety Building and to authorize the selectmen 
to spend up to $15,000 from interest accumulated from bond or note pro- 
ceeds. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Mr. Doyon discussed that this article was put in so that if we accrue 
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interest on the money that we borrow for the public safety building we will 
be able to use this money toward the public safety building. 
Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to purchase a cardiac defib- 
rillation unit for the Ambulance Department and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) for this purpose. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Paul Morrill explained that we are in need of a new defibrillator 
because the old one is difficult to use and it needs repair on regular basis. 
Pat Brackett stated the same as Mr. Morrill, but also stated that the compa- 
ny who originally made our current defibrillator no longer makes this kind. 
So it is becoming difficult to repair. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purposes of the future pur- 
chase of an Ambulance and to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000) to be placed in this fund and to designate the Board 
of Selectmen as agents to expend. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Joe Kenney spoke to this article and stated that because of the cost to 
purchase a new ambulance is so expensive we need to plan ahead for a 
future purchase. 

There was some discussion about the kind of ambulance we will pur- 
chase and why we can not use the same box from this ambulance and just 
purchase a chassis. The ambulance has been in the repair shop at least 
once a month this year and the department feels that a whole new truck will 
be needed by time we purchase another ambulance. Which probably will 
not be for another 5 years or so. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) to be added to the Highway 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

John Blackwood stated that we replaced three trucks in 1990. We need 
to replace the highway trucks at least every 10 years, so this is the start of 
that project. The new truck will cost approximately $92,112, which would 
leave us with a remainder of 32,435 in the capital reserve account. 

Article was left as written. 
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ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be added to the Landfill Closure 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Budget Committee member and Solid Waste Committee member 
George Szirbik stated that in the account we have approximately $600,000. 
We will have to become a transfer station sometime this year and close the 
landfill in another couple of years. The total cost is projected to be around 
$1 million. If we have 50%of the landfill closed the state will give us a grant 
for the other 50%. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty five thousand dollars ($35,000) to be added to the Bridge 
Construction Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Paul Morrill stated that we have a balance of $40,722 in the account. 
The projected cost is $448,500. The Town will pay 20% of this cost and 
the State will pay 80%. The bridge red flagged is the Bridge Street Bridge 
in Union. 

Article left as written. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be added to the Fire Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen Budget 
Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Greg Doyon stated that the new truck would cost $196,997 and that 
we will have $11,356 remaining in the account after the purchase if this 
article passes. Todd Nason explained that this truck would take the place 
of the 10-wheel army truck. It will be a combination forestry truck and 
pack engine. | 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $126,086 to construct a connector between the Town Hall building 
and Gafney Library to meet the Americans with Disability Act requirement 
for both buildings. This sum is to come from fund balance (Surplus) and no 
amount to be raised from taxation and will be added to the $248,000 
already appropriated during 1999 town meeting for this purpose. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required). 
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Paul Morrill gave an explanation as to why the building had not been 
completed this past year. The Gafney Library had applied for a grant to 
help with their portion of the building, but the grant was denied. In the 
mean time, several ADA guidelines changed, which forced the town to 
amend the design. These changes made it so the money appropriated last 
year would not cover the building cost. The total revised cost for the con- 
nector construction is $387,086. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $29,668 for the purchase of a new police vehicle. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Paul Morrill spoke to the article and stated that this money would go 
toward the purchase of a four- wheel drive vehicle. Every year it gets hard- 
er to go down the back roads with the regular police cruisers. Police Chief 
Tim Merrill stated that this vehicle would not be used on an everyday patrol 
duty, but for emergency purposes to get down the back roads. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $44,000 for the third and final implementation phase of the town 
wide computer Geographic Information System (GIS). 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Paul McNally stated that with this final stage we would be taking a 
number of data bases and pulling them together. It will also keep up with 
our electronical mapping already in place. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $26,600 for the revaluation of town properties. This appropriation 
will cover the second year of a four-year revaluation period. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

Joe Kenney stated that the Assessor has just completed the first year of 
this revaluation project. It is the Board’s intention that after the fourth year 
there will be a whole town revaluation. Assessor Bob Glidden showed a 
map showing the section of town that has been completed. He stated that 
the next part of the town to be completed would be the Great East Lake 
area, which is a very large project. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to place the revenues of all 
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future payments collected from the land use change tax (RSA 79-A: 25, Il) 
into a conservation fund as authorized in RSA 36:A:5, III? 

The Board of Selectmen recommends this article. (Majority vote 
required) 

Paul Morrill made a motion to amend the article to read as follows: To 
see if the Town will vote pursuant to RSA 79-A:25, Il to place into a con- 
servation fund as authorized by RSA 36-A:5 up to $25,000 per calendar 
year of the revenues generated by the land use change tax penalties col- 
lected after April 1, 2000 to be used solely for acquiring or protecting land 
or water rights located in Wakefield, provided that funds raised pursuant to 
this article may be expended only for conservation purposes and only after 
a public hearing and only with the written approval of the Board of 
Selectmen? 

Motion was seconded. 

Paul Morrill spoke to the article stating that this article was brought to 
the Board by the Conservation Commission in hopes to start putting money 
away to help preserve some land in town. The money would be from cur- 
rent use penalty. These are properties that are in current use and then are 
taken out of current use. It would only be a portion of this penalty charge. 

Several people spoke against this article stating that while the property 
is in Current use we, as taxpayers are picking up the difference in our taxes. 
They feel that this money should go back to the town to offset the taxes that 
We pay. 

Chris Bancroft asked how much of the town property is in current use. 
It was stated that about half the property in town. 

Ann Glidden asked who would have the final say as to which proper- 
ty they could buy. Rick Sager stated that the Conservation Commission 
would have to come to the Board of Selectmen with a proposal. They 
would also have to have a public hearing, but we would not have to have 
a special town meeting. 

The question was asked how much money we are expecting to gener- 
ate from this fund. Joe Kenney stated it was about $12,000. 

There was some discussion as to the RSA regarding the power of the 
Conservation Commission. 

Annie Robbins spoke in favor of the article stating that at least 47% of 
communities use this tool to keep the rural character and natural resources 
of water in town. There are matching grants available through the State to 
help with the purchase of the land. 

Becky Keating made a motion to move the question it was seconded. 
Voted to move the question — passed. 

We then voted on the amendment, which passed by a show of hands. 


ARTICLE 21: By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to send the fol- 
lowing resolution to the New Hampshire General Court: 
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Resolved, New Hampshire’s natural, cultural, and historic resources in 
this town and throughout the state are worthy of protection and, therefore, 
the State of New Hampshire should establish and fund a permanent pub- 
lic/private partnership for the voluntary conservation of these important 
resources. (Majority vote required) 

Petitioner Annie Robbins spoke on behalf of the article. She stated that 
this article has to do with House bill 401. She urged us to vote in favor of 
this article to show that Wakefield will support the State. 

Article left as written. 


ARTICLE 22: By Petition: To see if the town will vote to increase the 
number of elected selectmen from 3 to 5 persons as permitted by RSA 41:8- 
B, with no more than two members elected in one year for a three year 
term. (Majority vote required) 

Petitioner Marguerite Carrington spoke on behalf of the article. She 
stated that she was in favor of this article, because it would allow the peo- 
ple on the board to divide the liaison committees so that they did not have 
sO many meetings to attend. 

Paul Morrill spoke to the article stating that yes there are a lot of meet- 
ings that they have to attend at this time, but their intention is to look into 
this area of Selectmen duties. 

He also stated that more on a Board is not necessarily better. There was 
some discussion from the people, most of whom were not in favor of the 
article. 

Article was left as written. 


ARTICLE 23: By Petition: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to hot top (pave) Heath Road, 
so called. 

This appropriation is not recommended by the Board of Selectmen or 
the Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

John Blackwood made a motion to zero this article. Motion was sec- 
onded. There was no discussion. 

Amendment passed by a show of hands. 


ARTICLE 24: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating bud- 
get, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other 
appropriations voted separately, the amounts set fourth on the budget post- 
ed with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the pur- 
poses set forth therein, totaling $2,119,331? Should this article be defeat- 
ed, the operating budget shall be $1,968,250, which is the same as last 
year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or 
by adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law or the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
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40:13 X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required) 

NOTE: This warrant article (operating budget) does not include appro- 
priations in ANY other warrant article. 

Mark Duffy made a motion to amend the article to raise and appropri- 
ate $2,203,938 and to have the default budget be $2,040,457. The amend- 
ment was necessary to include the Conservation and Sewer Funds in the 
operating budget. Motion was seconded. Mrs. Carrington asked what the 
economic development budget is used for. Rodney Cools chairperson of 
the Wakefield Economic Resource Committee gave an explanation stating 
that there are various projects that the committee uses the money toward. 
One is the summer youth program that they have every year. Along with 
this project a grant needs to be written so they use some of the money to 
hire a grant writer. There will be a report in the Annual Report to state 
everything the committee has done this year. Paul Morrill stated that he has 
served on the committee this year as the Selectmen Representative. He said 
that the committee has worked very hard this year to produce a new town 
brochure and a new web site. 

We then voted on the amendment. Amendment passed by a show of 
hands. 

Rick Sager then recognized Joe Kenney for his three years of dedicated 
service to the Town of Wakefield as Selectmen. 

There was no other business to transact before said meeting. The meet- 
ing was adjourned at 9:30pm.

year. In March, the Board welcomed Paul Morrill as the newest 
selectman. During the Board’s first meetings of 1999, a list of goals 
and objectives was developed with the Town Administrator. 

One of the Boards’ first goals was to increase the communication links 
between the selectmen, town employees, and department heads. A partic- 
ular emphasis was placed on communicating the fiscal matters of the town 
to the Budget Committee during quarterly meetings. This effort has lead to 
an increased awareness of the town’s financial position and updates on 
capital projects. Overall, the Board feels that communications with the var- 
ious committees has been enhanced and will continue to improve in the 
future. 

The Board of Selectmen and Public Safety Building Committee have 
devoted a lot of time preparing a new Public Safety Building proposal. The 
Building Committee visited several public safety facilities around the State 
of New Hampshire in order to learn about the construction of new fire and 
police stations around the state. 

After several interviews with construction companies and architectural 
firms, the Board and Building Committee selected Glen Builders of North 
Conway. Glen Builders was chosen because of their municipal building 
experience, their design-build program, and low square foot costs. The 
Board and the Public Safety Committee elected to go with a design-build 
concept as the process reduces design costs and allows more town partici- 
pation. 

Upon recommendation from the Public Safety Building Committee, the 
Board made the decision to support a combined Public Safety Building. 
Although the current police station is still functional, it will not meet the 
long-term needs of our growing community. The primary reasons for com- 
bining two buildings now makes sense fiscally, logistically, and opera- 
tionally. The Town is in a good position to fund this project with a healthy 
surplus. Pursuant to an intergovernmental agreement, the Town of 
Brookfield will pay 14% of the total project cost. 

The Board wants to thank the Public Safety Committee and the Town 
Administrator for all their hard work on design aspect of the proposal and 
for also creating a sound displacement plan for fire department equipment. 

The Town Hall and Gafney Library Connector Project was not com- 
pleted this year due to increased building costs. The costs are attributed to 
new ADA regulations and construction inflation. The Board and Gafney 
Library Trustees are committed to this project and therefore have placed a 
warrant article on this year’s town warrant to ask the townspeople for addi- 


Ts Wakefield Board of Selectmen had a very busy and productive 
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tional funding to complete the connector. 

The transfer station construction is well under way. To save on con- 
struction costs, the Board elected to have the town act as the general con- 
tractor for this project with the assistance of the Wakefield Highway 
Department and civil engineer, Joe King. Thus far, Baybutt Foundation 
Company has built a control station and several cement recycling bins. The 
Board purchased an auger compactor to compress trash and demolition 
materials into a container for hauling. 

The landfill is projected to reach its full capacity by June 2000. 
Continued use of the landfill will save taxpayers on hauling costs this year. 
From all indications, the cost of refuse hauling will continue to increase in 
the future. 

In December, a final closure report was submitted to the Department of 
Environmental Services (DES) regarding sewer pump station #1. A small 
release last year forced the town to remove the underground storage tank at 
the station and monitor the surrounding ground for contamination. The 
company hired to clean the spill, Stonehill Environmental, Inc. has recom- 
mended to DES that that no further action be taken at the site. The Board 
will wait for any further direction from DES. 

Other construction projects in the community include the Union Hotel 
Community Development Block Grant renovation project and the Bridge 
Street bridge project in Union Village. The Union Hotel renovation project 
was awarded to the lowest bidder, Glen Builders. This first phase renova- 
tion project consists of a new kitchen with a dining hall facility to sit 80 
people for Community Action Senior Meals. Additionally, a new septic sys- 
tem, water well, heating and electrical system have been placed into the 
facility. The clapboarding, roofing and painting will be done in the late 
spring. 

The Bridge Street bridge design project was awarded to SEA 
Consultants, an experienced New Hampshire civil engineering firm. The 
Board, voted to participate with the State Bridge Aid Grant Program to con- 
struct a new bridge in the year 2000. The Town’s match for this grant will 
be 20%. The Board would like to thank the many members of the com- 
munity who presented their design suggestions to the Board on this project. 

The Town Hall required some maintenance this past year. A large sec- 
tion of plaster fell in the auditorium. Contractors replaced the plaster and 
repaired several other areas that were damaged from the old leaky roof. 
The Town Hall is showing its age and will require more work in the future. 

The New Hampshire Legislature voted to enact a new statewide prop- 
erty tax in November 1999. The new property tax was implemented to 
insure an adequate education for students in New Hampshire’s public 
schools. Wakefield residents pay an equalized rate of $6.45 per thousand 
in addition to their local school, county, and town property taxes. 
Information about this new statewide property tax was distributed with the 
most recent tax bill. 
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The Board of Selectmen entered into a five-year Intergovernmental 
Agreement with the Town of Brookfield. The Agreement provides 
Brookfield with police, fire, ambulance, and landfill services. The Town of 
Wakefield will annually assess Brookfield by applying a per capita rate 
against the total operating cost and capital purchases of each service. 

The first phase of a four-year revaluation was completed in 1999. 
Approximately 1,200 parcels were assessed in the southern quarter of the 
Town. In the year 2000, the Assessor will revaluate the lower to middle 
section of the town. Any assessment changes to the property will occur in 
the Year 2003. 

All of the Town Boards, Committees, and Town Hall staff have con- 
tributed greatly to the community this past year. The Board would like to 
take the time to say “Thank you” for your time and talent, all of which make 
our Town a better place to live and raise our families. It is impossible to 
include all the individuals who have contributed to the town in 1999; how- 
ever, there are a few noteworthy items: 


- The Wakefield Economic Resource Committee worked to develop a 
Teen Drop in Center at the Garvin Building. WERC used summer 
youth students to help construct the center. Lou Sisson was instru- 
mental in promoting the program. Her efforts in WERC and in other 
pursuits lead to her recognition by the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association as a “Volunteer of the Year.” 


- The Wakefield Chamber of Commerce proposed a Flag Day to place 
American Flags around the community. 


- The Park and Recreation Department for developing more programs 
for our youth. 


- The Cable Committee, Planning, Zoning, Master Plan, and 
Conservation Commission have been busy throughout the year work- 
ing on many worthwhile projects. 


Other than an Y2K scare and finding owners for our landfill modulars, 
1999 has been a great year in the last century. We look forward to the next 
century and all its promises.

year. Among these were initiating Town wide “revaluation”, changes 

in “current use” law, and “GIS” (Geographic Information System) for 
public use. Other routine duties included sand/gravel permitting, intent to 
cut permitting (logging permits), veteran and elderly tax exemptions and tax 
abatements. 

Town wide revaluation is now underway. During 1999 properties in 
Town Map locations from Map 1 through 28 were inspected. Changes to 
property cards are underway. In the year 2000, Maps 29 through 41and 
Map 43 will be inspected. The same revaluation process will continue dur- 
ing years 2001 for Maps 42 and 44 through 70 as well Maps 70 through 91 
during 2002. No changes in assessed valuation will take place until year 
2003 when all property card adjustments will be updated proportionally to 
reflect changes. The purpose of this procedure is to save tax dollars by 
revaluating property over a multi year period. It costs significantly less per 
year to get the job done than trying to do it in a single year. The results will 
be the same. 

“Current use” law, which provides for protection of “open space” land 
use has recently been changed. It provides for additional tax reduction to 
landowners who make a commitment to promote and follow managed for- 
est planning. It requires that foresters and landowners commit to a plan to 
enhance the growth and harvesting of forests. Foresters are contractors who 
do the plan and certify its applicability to the landowner. This plan provides 
a way to receive a lowest “current use” land value. We encourage all “cur- 
rent use” landowners who are engaged in forest production to learn more 
about this law by attending a public hearing scheduled for February 24, 
2000, 7 PM in the meeting room at Town Hall. 

The Town Meeting has supported the concept of Geographic 
Information System (GIS) for the past three years. The system allows any cit- 
izen and town governmental group to view on computer screen a map of 
their neighborhood or all properties in the Town along with spreadsheet 
data about lot sizes, boundaries, location of wetlands, conservation land, 
Town Properties, business zones and many more visual presentations of 
town data.

1988 by Town vote (RSA-36A), consisting of five members appoint- 
ed by the Selectmen. 

Meetings are held the second Monday of each month at 9:00 AM at 
Town Hall, and the public is welcome to attend. 

The purpose of the Commission is to research the use of local land and 
water areas and establish an index of open space and wetland areas as part 
of public information. We also review the requests that are sent to the State 
Board for filling, dredging, and dock construction. We do not have deci- 
sion-making powers but make recommendations to state and local agen- 
cies. 

This year we have reviewed approximately 100 applications and made 
several onsite inspections. These inspections are in line with the policy of 
the Department of Environmental Services, Wetlands Division. 

We are also available to assist the Paul School in any projects that 
involve conservation. This year we sponsored four Paul School students at 
4-H camp and plan to continue this activity. 

Scribner Brook Project involved UNH students’ studying ways to pre- 
serve the quality of the water. 

We sponsored the project SERVE (Student for Environmental Resource, 
Volunteerism and Education). Two students from the Paul School moni- 
tored the Branch River to determine the extent of pollution. 

Any gifts of money may be put into a separate Conservation account 
and allowed to accumulate from year to year for the purchase of land and 
development rights or any project to do with conserving land. We are try- 
ing to protect the lakes, rivers, and wetlands and would welcome anyone 
who might be interested in joining us in this community project.

pleased working closely together under the authority of the Fire 
Chief and Fire Commissioners. There are 35 members on the combined 
roster. 24 members are strictly fire personnel, 5 are strictly medical per- 
sonnel, 6 work on both squads. There are 4 associate members from neigh- 
boring towns who help with medical emergencies. There are also 3 
Explorers, participants in a program sponsored by the Boy Scouts of 
America. They help the Fire/Ambulance Department in duties that are non- 
hazardous while they are learning and experiencing what it is like to be part 
of such a department. The explorers are not of an age that permits them to 
join the Fire/Ambulance Department as regular members. 

Emergency medical calls for the year increased slightly from those in 
1998. The total for 1999 was 319 calls. Of these, 308 were for emergen- 
cies within the towns of Wakefield and Brookfield. The balance of 11 calls 
were requests for mutual aid outside of the Town of Wakefield. Wakefield’s 
ambulance vehicle logged a total of 8,653.8 miles traveled for the year.

*Paramedic Intercept: The standard or level of care the EMS system 
strives to give to patients has risen. As a result of this, there has been an 
increase in the number of Paramedics working for various private ambu- 
lance services, some of whom live in our Mutual Aid area. These para- 
medics make themselves available to Volunteer Services whenever possible 
without charge. Also, Frisbee Hospital runs it’s own Paramedic ambulance 
and expects any Service transporting patients to Frisbee to request an inter- 
cept under certain medical conditions of the patient. There is a charge form 
Frisbee for this Intercept. 

The highest incidence of emergency medical calls occurred during the 
month of July, with January falling closely behind. The months with the 
least number of emergency medical calls were February, March and April. 

During 1999 fire calls increased by approximately 20% over 1998 
calls. This increase was primarily the result of a greater number of motor 
vehicle accident calls, structural fires and brush fires. Fire and other emer- 
gency calls logged were as follows:

Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if 

a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire permits 
are required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered 
with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the 
fire permit law, and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire 
are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 
season Forest Rangers were busy assisting communities with suppression of 
difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also investigated 
numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest 
fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have 
any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our 
office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several 
Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, 
prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 fire season was a challenging 
but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe 
drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined 
with residual effects of the 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase 
in wildland fires. In addition to burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 struc- 
tures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban interface 
are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners 
can help protect their structures by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street 
numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols 
and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citi- 
zens, aid in the quick response from local fire department. This is a criti- 
cal factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of 
property and suppression costs as low as possible.

The Heritage Centre of the Branch River Valley has been a very popu- 
lar place for viewing Wakefield’s and Milton’s earlier years.

jected to run out of space mid-year 2000. The transfer station will 
be constructed and operating at that time. King Engineering of Wakefield 
continues to coordinate construction of the transfer station between the 
Highway Department and Baybut Construction, who will be responsible for 
all the concrete work necessary for the project. 

The Town of Wakefield continues working with the Northeast 
Recycling Recovery Association; a company designed to maximize recy- 
cling revenues. Each household in the community can help this effort by 
separating and sorting at home. When you arrive at the landfill; your 
“trash” should be deposited according to the following categories: 
Aluminum, glass (brown, green, and clear), paper, cardboard, and house- 
hold garbage. Those of you who can are encouraged to start a compost pile 
at your home. 

Please understand that the transfer station will be more expensive to 
operate than a landfill. Every item that you deposit has to be transferred or 
carried away. The more you bring in, the more it costs. The more you recy- 
cle, the lower the cost of the transfer station, which directly affects your 
taxes.

aN 999, an increase of 2,400 visits over 1998, a 30% increase. 

New Librarian Beryl Donovan continues to coordinate with Paul 
School teachers and librarian Joanne Grady to provide necessary student 
research reference materials throughout the school year and required sum- 
mer reading books in triplicate, affording all students access to these texts. 
More than 2,000 books were checked out to Wakefield-Brookfield students 
from June through September 1999. The library board and librarian persist 
in their effort to provide high school students with reference materials nec- 
essary for academic success and remind you that the Library is open 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings until 7:30 PM. 

The library’s new connection to the Internet affords patrons and the 
librarians an expedient way of accessing catalog holdings at the state 
library and more than 350 other libraries in New Hampshire, thereby 
increasing our virtual collection and the popularity of interlibrary loans. 
Internet access also enhances student research capability and provides the 
major connection for job search opportunities through NH Works and other 
Web sites. Encarta encyclopedia software makes available to local students 
the most current information on a wide variety of topics. Our Internet serv- 
er, Worldpath, provides us with 150 hours of free usage monthly. 

Development of a literacy program in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Literacy Council has begun through the efforts and support of 
the library board and Friends of Wakefield Libraries. This program will be 
housed at the library and will connect tutors with students to help eradicate 
illiteracy and provide GED status for our fellow citizens. The Friends also 
sponsored the Gafney’s summer book sales and the first annual holiday 
book sale which raised funds sufficient to purchase a computer, software 
and a printer. 

Summer activities this year included cooperative programming with the 
Wakefield Parks and Recreation Department, resulting in a fairy-tale pre- 
sentation at Turntable Park for approximately 85 children. Employment of 
a teenaged library aide through the Summer Youth Program was a great suc- 
cess and we look forward to participating in this program again. 

The library is now air-conditioned and we sport a brand new state of 
the art copier thanks to Board member Dennis Miller and his wife, Janet. 
Board members Ruth Grant Smith and Titia Bozuwa gave a lifesaving injec- 
tion to our waning book budget toward the end of the year. Ruth also 
donated a CD player. The occasional soft background music played while 
patrons choose books, study and read for pleasure has been well received. 
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Our volunteers have donated more than 600 hours of library service, 
performing a multitude of tasks and freeing up time for the librarians to 
focus on other projects. Others in the community have donated materials, 
labor and equipment. 

We express gratitude also to Friends of the Wakefield Libraries for their 
support of programs and special purchases. We thank all these people who 
are helping to make our library the community resource that it is still 
becoming. 

Special thanks go to those who responded to our fall fundraising pro- 
gram. An April groundbreaking is expected for the connector that will link 
the Gafney Library and town hall. This connector will provide access and 
rest rooms to all users of both buildings. On completion of the connector, 
the basement room at the library will be open once again allowing more 
space for children’s books and activities. 

We remind you that your library membership is free and affords you 
access to the newest books as well as books on audiotape, magazines, 
videos, computers and the Internet, home-schooling resources, a fax 
machine, and a photocopier.

Department had another successful year supporting the various pro- 
grams and activities for the community’s youth. 

The Basketball Program offered various activities for both the children 
and adults within the community. For the community’s youth the program 
offered a 1) Kindergarten through Grade 1 session allowing those that par- 
ticipated an introduction into the game, 2) Grade 2 through 3 activity that 
encouraged the participants to develop the basic skills of the sport, and 3) 
Grade 4, 5, and 6 community league and Grade 7 and 8 league teams that 
allowed the participants to develop advanced playing skills (Hats off to the 
Girl’s Grade 7 and 8 travel team for their second year in a row of capturing 
the GENHL League championship). The ‘99 Youth Basketball season was 
concluded with the 7th Annual Valentines Tournament where 16 teams 
from surrounding communities plus 4 teams from our youth program par- 
ticipated. (During this Tournament the Parks and Recreation Department 
sponsored a very successful “Have a Heart” Food Drive to support the local 
food pantry within the community.) For the adults of the community the 
department sponsored a Men’s Adult Basketball activity on Tuesday 
evenings. 

In addition to the Basketball Program the Department supported an 
Indoor Soccer Program, the community Skating Rink behind the Police 
Station, an Easter Egg Hunt for ages 1 through 12, and the “Dunk-in” Booth 
during Pride Day as a fund raiser to support scholarships for our youth to 
participate in basketball camp. 

For the Spring Program the Department sponsored various T-Ball, 
Softball, and Babe Ruth Baseball Programs. Activities included 1) A 6 year 
old “T-Ball activity allowed the community’s youth develop the skills of T- 
Ball, 2) A Girls Softball team that allowed the youth to develop advance 
skills of the game by competing with surrounding community’s teams 
(including tournaments around New England and Canada). 

The Department’s Summer Program offered the community’s youth

It was an excellent year from meeting attendance to honest deliberation by 
a full membership board. | thank our secretary, the members and alternates 
for being there to do the business of the board. A special thanks to Town 
Attorney Rick Sager for his continued assistance with legal cousel to the 
board. 

One of our elected members, Al Vacaro, was forced to resign for med- 
ical reasons. The board accepted his resignation with profound regret. After 
many years of contributing to Wakefield, Al also had to leave town to be 
closer to his personal physician for remedial treatment. We will miss his 
dedication, personal efforts and understanding of highway issues along 
Route 16 as well as throughout the Town of Wakefield. Thank you, Al, for 
your contributions. 

Another member, Charles McLaughlin, resigned for personal reasons. 
We thank Charlie for his dedication, input and full participation. 

Two very dedicated alternates, Dick Atwater and Bert Rhodes, were 
appointed to full Board membership by the Planning Board to replace Al 
and Charlie. Their attendance and input to the board as alternates was most 
appreciated. | urge them to continue since they have demonstrated them- 
selves as team players with a keen sense of what is required to positively 
contribute to the Town and the Board. 

What did we do this past year? Four minor subdivisions were 
reviewed. Three were approved. One is pending. Five site plans came 
before the Board. Four were approved and one abandoned. Six lot line 
adjustments were also considered and approved. And finally a total of 
twenty-one plans were reviewed that may very well lead to final plans dur- 
ing the year 2000. Business wise it was a very busy and exciting year. One 
old site plan failed to materialize due to not meeting Planning Board con- 
ditions for approval. The plan was forfeited having failed to meet conditions 
within a 6-month period. No time extension was requested. 

The Planning Board’s town wide survey was shepherded by Vice 
Chairman Joe Fluet and presented at Town Meeting 1999. A good job well 
done. Survey results were added to the Master Plan information bank. 
Thanks to Cindy Bickford for her tireless efforts getting the data entry job 
done. A program for data correlation is available at the assessor’s office for 
public use. The survey asked questions about Wakefield’s needs and wants, 
likes and dislikes as seen by all voters and non-residents. Thank to some 
400 plus voters for responding. 

Planning Board Town Meeting Articles for 1999: Requests made by 


Vie Planning Board worked with diligence and as a team this past 
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this board were partly successful. Two requested changes in lot size mini- 
mums were rejected as well as a reduction in the maximum number of 
employees allowed for customary home occupations. The Town granted 
five zoning change requests allowing a minimum buffer from sandpit oper- 
ations to home construction size. Other changes were granted for elderly, 
day care center operations, and multi family dwelling requirements. 

Planning Board Town Meeting Requests for the upcoming year 2000: 
The Planning Board recognizes a need to protect our vital water resources 
from pollution by any source. Our health and economic welfare depends 
on preservation and protection of our lakes as well as our ground water 
wells. 

In this spirit the board has placed an article before you in this 2000 
meeting to control the land spreading of septage / sludge in Wakefield. A 
major restriction of this ordinance is that only septage from Wakefield 
and/or Brookfield will be allowed after treatment at our wastewater treat- 
ment facility. We ought to take care of our own. Septage must meet all 
Federal Clean Water Act Criteria before any use can be considered within 
the Town. The Board urges all voters to pass this ordinance. It is vital to our 
drinking water as well as our boating, fishing, etc. Four additional requests 
include adjusting minimum living space for the Village District, and small 
increases in minimum acreage and frontage for agricultural and residential 
zones. These requests will provide for protecting the open space and small 
town atmosphere that we now enjoy. Preexisting lots of any size are grand- 
fathered. We ask for your support.

though our overall calls for service went up in 1999, the incidents 

of serious property crimes, such as burglary and theft, went down. 

As our population and mobility increases we must expect an 
increase in our activity. Despite our overall increase in calls for service, we 
have been able to keep the incidents of serious crime at a stable level, 
resulting in a reduced crime rate. 

The Police Department welcomes 2 new officers this year, James Cline, 
a native of Limerick, Maine, and Mark O’Brien, of Rochester. We also wel- 
come Timothy Thompson back to our full time roster. Sgt. Thompson has 
been a member of the department for 8 years, 6 of which were on a full 
time basis. He has returned after serving with the Carroll County Sheriff's 
Department for the last year. 

In 1999 the police department lost 5 of its 12 officers, two part time and 
3 full time. Three of the officers left primarily for higher wages. Training 
new officers is expensive. Although this is a small town it should not auto- 
matically follow that we must be a training ground for other agencies. If we 
are to keep the officers we train, we must offer a compensation package 
that is competitive with other agencies within commuting distance of 
Wakefield. 

Department members have selected Officer Christian Lamb as the 
Officer of the Year for 1999. Officer Lamb, a part time officer, has been with 
us for 2 years. He has been invaluable to us while covering for officers lost 
to other agencies. Chris brings a full time competence to a part time posi- 
tion. He is a sincere, compassionate officer, well deserving of this recogni- 
tion. 

This school year, the department is presenting the SEALED program to 
the 6th grade students at the Paul School. The program was named by, and 
designed with, input from the students. The name stands for Student- 
Education-Alcohol-Laws-Effects-Drugs. The program involves 12 to 14 
class sessions. Students receive instruction in criminal law, the criminal jus- 
tice system, violence, community issues, and substance abuse; including 
alcohol, tobacco and drugs. The program ends with students holding a 
mock trial. We have had a positive response to the program, thanks to the 
efforts of the several officers involved, the students, and the school staff. 

| thank the Board of Selectmen and the people of the towns of 
Wakefield and Brookfield for their continued support. We have had real 
success in preventing and solving crime in the past few years, due largely 
to assistance from citizens.

ly invest the capital reserves and the trust funds of the Town of 
Wakefield. 

The actions of the Trustees and the investment vehicles used are regu- 
lated by the State of New Hampshire. Investment goals include security of 
principal and earning interest safely. 

The funds of Wakefield are held through the NH Public Deposit 
Investment Pool and the Charter Trust Investment Company. 

The totals indicated below are current as of the end of December 1999. 
All additional contributions as voted at the 1999 Town Meeting have been 
deposited into the appropriate funds and the balances indicated below 
include these contributions. 

The Trustees are responsible for the safe investment of the Trust Funds 
of the Town of Wakefield. This is a large fund comprised of many indi- 
vidual funds for the care of individual cemetery plots. The Cemetery 
Trustees are responsible for the actual care and maintenance of these plots 
using the interest earned on the Trust Funds. 

As of December 31, 1999 there was a balance of $ 183,852 in this 
fund. 

In 1997 the Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund was established. Because 
of the generosity of Wakefield resident Carl Siemon, two high school 
seniors from Wakefield were awarded over $8,000.00 in 1999. As of 
December 31, 1999 there was a balance of $ 160,093 in this fund. 

The Trustees are responsible for the safe investment of the Capital 
Reserve Funds that the voters of Wakefield establish at each Town Meeting. 

The following Capital Reserve Funds are currently in place, and their 
balances as of December 31, 1999 are indicated below.

the grant application for the summer youth program submitted on time. 

Lynda Brushette was retained to write the grant with Lou Sisson accept- 
ing the role as chairman of the program. Upon receipt of the $7040.00 
grant, Lou and the committee went to work and were able to acquire an 
additional $8700.00 in private contributions. This initiative became a 
“School to Work” program with the objective of remodeling Unit 5 in the 
Garvin Building to create a Youth Drop-In Center. With appreciation to Lou 
Sisson and Fred Hall and all those who contributed their time and financial 
assistance, the job was completed and is a compliment to their efforts. 

Early spring found WERC turning their efforts to producing a new pro- 
motional brochure for the Town of Wakefield. A request for quotations from 
professional organizations resulted in an excellent product. However, in 
- order to take advantage of an economically advantageous “gang run” not 
available until early in the year 2000, a run of 5000 of the original 
brochures was ordered to carry us through 1999. Bobbie Goodrich head- 
ed up this project and sufficient copies to carry us through the next 3-5 
years are expected go to print in late February. 

The committee simultaneously turned its attention to the production of 
an Internet web site for the town. Again, quotations were sought for the 
production with John Citron of The Computer Workshop being selected. 
Utilizing data obtained from many sources in our town, John has created 
an attractive, informative preliminary site, which launched in mid- 
December. We expect that feedback from the community will contribute to 
its development over time. Our web address is www.wakefieldnh.com. 

In August the committee turned its attention to the organization of the 
Fall Festival ‘99. The theme selected was Celebrate The Youth of Our 
Community. With many organizations participating the day was received 
as being very pleasant, entertaining and a great success. 

During this time the committee was represented at Seacoast Metro 
Planning Organization meetings in order to learn about grants available for 
communities. Our particular interest is the availability of funds for the con- 
struction of sidewalks. The committee supported a grant written by our 
Selectmen. 

The committee is presently working on grants for the year 2000/2001 
youth program. The format of this program has been changed to an annual 
program extending through the year 2001, the most active portion being 
the summer youth program of the year 2000. The program will be titled 
Youth Empowered for Success (Y.E.S.).
